STATE OF NEW HAMPSHIRE 


At the One Hundred Forty second annual meet- 
ing of the voters of the Town of Northfield, holden 
at the Town House in said town, March 14th, 1922. 

The meeting was called to order, and warrant 
read by the moderator, at 10 o’clock in the forenoon. 

The articles of the warrant were disposed of as 
follows: 

Art—1. to choose all necessary Town Officers for 
the year ensuing. 

For Town Clerk: Edwin R. Caveney had 68 
votes, and Edwin R. Caveney having all the votes 
cast, was by the moderator declared elected. 

For Town Treasurer: Obe G. Morrison had 68 
votes, and Obe G. Morrison having all the votes cast 
was by the moderator declared elected. 

For Selectmen: For three years, Walter B. Hill 
had 68 votes, for two years, Edwin J. Sleeper had 67 
votes (to complete the term of Charles M. Emery, re- 
signed) and Walter B. Hill and Edwin J. Sleeper, hav- 
ing all the votes cast, were by the moderator declared 
elected. 

For Tax Collector: Frank J. French had 68 
votes, and Frank J. French having all the votes cast, 
was by the moderator declared elected. 
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For Road Agents: William C. Sargent had 67 
votes, Clayton M. Rogers had 68 votes, Albert B. Shaw 
had 68 votes, and William C. Sargent, Clayton M. 
Rogers, and Albert B. Shaw, having all the votes 
cast were by the moderator declared elected.

$400.00 to fight the Pine Blister Rust. 

On motion of Charles 8. Stevens, it was voted to 
lay this article on the table. 

To transact any other business that 
may come before said meeting. 

On motion of Charles P. Herrick, it was voted to 
return to the Selectmen, $1000.00 (unexpended for re- 
pairs on Park Street) and $700.00 (unexpended for 
the Vine Street sewer) to be used for current ex- 
penses. 

On motion of William C. Sargent, it was voted 
to authorize the Selectmen to select suitable place 
for a public dump for the Town of Northfield. 

On motion of William C. Sargent, it was voted to 
authorize the Selectmen to purchase the necessary 
parts, and repairs for the working road machine. 

Art.—13. To see if the town will vote to raise 
and appropriate the sum of $750.00 for District nurse. 
(By request). 

On motion of Charles P. Herrick, it was voted to 
raise and appropriate the sum of $750.00 for the 
District Nurse. 
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No further business coming before the meeting, 
it was voted to adjourn without date.

Report of the Superintendent of Schools 


To the School Boards and Citizens of Tilton and 
Northfield: 


I herewith submit my eighth annual report as 
superintendent.. It is possible in this report to mere- 
ly touch upon some of the activities of the schools. 

In the statistical tables printed elsewhere may 
be found interesting matter pertaining to the schools 
for the year ending last June. I refer you to these 
tables for information as to teachers salaries, weeks 
of school, enrollment, and attendance. On another 
page will be found the roll of honor for the year. The 
children whose names appear here are deserving of 
commendation for their fine record in attendance. 

The school calendar which has been adopted by 
the school board of the Tilton Union district needs 
some explanation. The school year in the past has 
been nominally thirty-six weeks in length. It was 
discovered that last year fourteen days of school time 
were lost because of holidays, institutes, conventions, 
bad weather, and other causes. This meant a loss 
of practically three weeks. The school year, then, - 
instead of being thirty-six weeks was actually thirty- 
three weeks. Any such loss of time cannot fail to 
have its effect upon the school work for the year. 
To remedy this condition and to make shorter terms, 
the vacations or recesses have been arranged so as 
to fall in the weeks containing the holidays so far 
as was possible. In addition one extra week was add- 
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ed making the nominal school year thirty-seven weeks. 
This calendar has been adopted by the school board 
of the Tilton Town District except that the extra 
week has not been added. 


The contracts which the several districts have 
with Tilton Seminary for furnishing secondary school . 
privileges to the pupils of the districts must be re- 
newed this year. Articles will appear in the war- 
rants relative to this matter. Under the law, if no 
contract is made, the district is liable for only $55 
for the tuition of each pupil and the individual parent 
is obliged to pay any additional tuition charge. The 
present contracts call for annual payment of $75 per 
pupil. I am certain that this community desires to 
furnish high school training to the boys and girls 
and that favorable action will be taken. 


The problem of undernourishment of school chil- 
dren due to one cause or another is met everywhere. 
Through the interest and efforts of Miss Davis, our 
school nurse, it is now possible for the children at the 
Union school who are much underweight and any other 
children who desire it to have a glass of milk at the 
morning recess. Milk is also provided for the chil- 
dren of the schools of Tilton Town District. The ex- 
pense of the milk is met in most cases by the indi- 
vidual parents. Where this is impossible interested 
organizations and individuals have gladly found the 
means. I cannot speak too highly of the beneficial 
results coming from this arrangement. The teachers 
testify that in many cases it means better school work 
and a better spirit on the part of the children. 
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TILTON UNION DISTRICT 


-In my report last year I recommended the re- 
organization of the seventh and eighth grades that the 
work might more nearly correspond to what is con- 
sidered the best school practice. The appropriation 
for teachers’ salaries at the last school meeting made 
this possible. There are in grades seven and eight 
one hundred pupils, fifty-six in grade seven and forty- 
four in grade eight. We now have three teachers 
who give practically full time to these grades. The 
teaching is arranged on the departmental basis. Mrs. 
Sheehan teaches the history, English and drawing 
to both grades, Mrs. Meserve the mathematics, geog- 
raphy, and penmanship, Miss Helen Thompson the 
science, literature, spelling and sewing. In addition 
there are the special teachers, Miss Josephine Emery 
in manual training and Mrs. Worthen in music. One 
half day of each week Miss Thompson gives to fifth 
and sixth grade sewing. The assembly hall is used 
regularly as a recitation room. The advantages of 
this organization are several. I mention only two. 
It makes possible better teaching, it gives the chil- 
dren a better preparation for the larger responsibil- 
ities which they must assume at the Seminary. 

An interesting feature of the work of these 
grades is the weekly assembly which takes place each 
Friday afternoon in the school hall. The two grades 
assemble as one school. The children themselves for 
the most part make the preparations and have charge 
of the exercises. In all the work with these grades 
we are endeavoring to approach the junior high 
school idea. 
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Miss Doris Saben, cur first grade teacher last 
year, resigned in the summer. This vacancy was fill- 
ed by the appointment of Miss Mildred Abbott of Con- 
cord. The promotion of Miss Helen Thompson to 
work with grades seven and eight left a vacancy in 
the fifth grade. This was filled by the appointment 
of Miss Rose McCormick of Concord. Both Miss Ab- 
bott and Miss McCormick were graduated last June 
_ from the Concord Training School. Both teachers 
are proving most satisfactory. No other changes have 
taken place in our teaching force. Because of the 
crowded condition in grades one and three Miss 
Louise Emery has been secured for the latter half of 
the year to assist during the forenoons. I should be 
decidedly remiss if I failed to take this opportunity 
of testifying to the excellency of our teaching force. 
Personally, I very much appreciate them. 

The enrollment in the schools is slightly less than 
a year ago. The enrollment at the Seminary is prac- 
tically what it was last year. There are now seventy- 
two pupils from this district registered. A good per- 
centage of the class graduating last June from the 
Union school entered the Seminary. For the most 
part they have done creditable work. It is probable 
that nine children from this district will be graduated 
at the Seminary next June. 

The evening school opened this year very pro- 
pitiously but the work has been interrupted by reason 
of the illness of the teachers, Miss Josephine Emery 
and Miss Louise Emery. It is expected that sessions 
will soon be resumed. Although tthe attendance has 
not been large the interest is better than I have ever 
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before seen it. 

The work of repainting and revarnishing the in- 
terior of the school building which was begun a year 
ago last summer was completed this last summer. 
The walls and ceiling of assembly hall were re-decor- 
ated. The walls and floor of the basement were paint- 
ed. New drinking fountains were installed in the base- 
ment and two fountains on the second floor. Wash 
bowls were also installed in the basement which make . 
it possible for the children to more easily apply some 
of the laws of hygiene which they learn in the school- 
room. These improvements have cost some over 
$900.00. I do not anticipate the need of any extended 
repairs this next school year. 4 

The financial statement of the school board, 
covering the period from July 1, 1922 to February 1, 
1923, following the arrangement adopted last year, 
is given in detail. It should be noted that instead of 
being obliged to report a probable deficit and to ask 
for a deficiency appropriation we are able to report a 
probable surplus of over $600.00. 

The proposed budget for next year calls for an 
appropriation, a little in excess of that made last 
year. The superintendent and school board feel that 
we should: have a full time teacher throughout the 
year to work as assistant in the lower grades. There- 
fore an increase in the appropriation for teachers’ 
salaries is asked for. 

NORTHFIELD DISTRICT . 

The teacher problem is still with us. The supply 
of trained teachers -for rural schools is far below the 
demand and this condition is likely to continue for 
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several years. Mr. Philander Mann was the only one 
of our last year’s teachers to return in September. 
Miss Vera Favor succeeded Mrs. Leighton at the 
Hodgdon school. Miss Favor has attended Plymouth 
Normal school for more than a year. Miss Evelyn 
McEwen succeeded Mrs. Fifield at the Center. Miss 
McEwen has had one year’s previous experience and 
has been two summers at the normal school. Mrs. 
Susie Hislop of Belmont, taught the fall and part of 
the winter term at the Rand. She then resigned and 
we have at present no regular teacher. Mrs. Ger- 
trude Stevens succeeded Miss Hunt at the Tibbetts 
school. Mrs. Stevens is our only normal graduate. 


The following table showing the teachers and 
yearly salary paid may be of convenience:

The enrollment in our schools at the present time 
is sixty-five. Three of the schools are small, namely, 
the Hodgdon, Tibbetts, and Rand. The schools at the 
Center and Oak Hill are of good size. Four children 
from the district are attending the seventh grade at 
the Union school, Tilton. This expense is met by the 
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parents and is not a charge against this district. The 
parents recognize the advantages of attendance at 
the Union school. I think that this district might 
well adopt the policy of paying the tuition of seventh 
and eighth grade pupils at this school where the 
facilities are much better than they can possibly be 
in a small rural school. 

We have this year at the Seminary nine pupils,— 
Ralph Berry, Alonzo Gile, Clifton Moorehouse, Gladys 
Streeter, William Leavens, Sylvia Marden, Mary 
Marden, Hazel Gile, and Lettie Haggett. It is prob- 
able that four of these will be graduated in June. 

Finances are always of interest. I would call your 
attention to the financial report of the school board 
for the year ending June 30, last and to the financial 
statement for this current fiscal year—July 1, 1922 to 
February 1, 1923. There was on hand February 1, 
the sum of $3,628.49. It is estimated that about 
$2,900.00 will cover the expenditures for the re- 
mainder of the year. We may reasonablly expect a 
balance of approximately $378.20. No deficiency ap- 
propriation will be called for at the coming school 
meeting. 

The school board has prepared a budget for the 
year beginning July 1, next. This should serve as a 
guide for making the appropriations at the school 
meeting. The high equalized valuation in this dis- 
trict makes it improbable that we receive any state 
aid. 

There has been expended this year for repairs 
and alterations the sum of $700.00. The Hodgdon 
school building has been shingled. The Oak Hill 
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building has been painted and freshened in the in- 
terior. At the Center the building has been shingled 
and painted, and a thorough job at remodeling has 
been done. We now have here a school-room well and 
properly lighted and easily heated. The improvement 
is very marked. Three of our school buildings have 
now been remodeled to (practically) conform to the 
state board recommendations. I would suggest that 
the building at Oak Hill be the next one to receive 
the attention of the school district and the school 
board. 

The cost of transportation of pupils which has 
been considerable some past years has now become a 
small item. Two pupils from Bean Hill are the only 
children which we find it necessary now to convey. 
One of these is conveyed to the Union school at a 
merely nominal cost and one is conveyed to the Cen- 
ter school. We are still under the expense of trans- 
porting the teacher at Oak Hill as there is no avail- 
able boarding-place within a reasonable walking dis- 
tance of the school.
